This 
session lasted about an hour and was attended by eleven instructors (8 Russian, 
2 Polish and 1 Finnish). 


13. The Voluntary Language Training Program was reduced by one class on 
3 March and the total number of courses now stands at 47. One of the Russian 
102 instructors had to leave on TUT, but rather than recruit a new instructor, 
it was possible to divide his class up among the remaining Russian 102 classes. 



14. During the past week, three of the instructors in the Voluntary Lang- 
uage Training Program became ill or had to take emergency leave and will be out 
for the next two to three weeks. Competent replacements were immediately 
found among the roster of reserve instructors and the classes were continued 
with a loss of only one class hour in each instance. 
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
